The guests of tha house had all besn previ-
onely informed that the Rheriff wonld take
charge of the premises on Moonday, and the ma-
Jl_orlzy bad proeured roowms at other hotels.

noon oply those who were unable to find places
Lo euit or wers too 11l to be moved. The large
dining-hall, where numerous tables were wont
to shine with an array ot glistening silver and
l'orcﬂ;sln. was empty. The servaats, too, no
onger wearing their neat linen aprons, wan-
dered about the deserted halis, displaying on
their woe-begone visages the certainty that thelr
sorviees were no longer needed. A nuge plle of
trunks and ecattered groups of whispering
lonugers made up the pleinre of the offica,

Last night there were only some 10 or 12
rooms occupied in the building. There were
over 200 guests in _the honse on Baturday. It
will remain closed until May 1, during which
time the furniture will be disposed of at private
tale. A8 has been previously announeéd, Wil-
lium M. Tweed has leased the bhotel for a term
of five years, at an annual rental of #060.000 for
the first two and 865,000 for the remaining three
years, His son Richard will be installed as the
proprietor, and Abrabam Garfield, the manager
of the Delavan House In Albsny, will assume
entire charge. Heury Marsh, who has filled the
position of clerk under the Lelands, will, it is
reported, continue in the same capacity under
the new regime.

It was reported yesterday that a telegram bhad
been received from anuwounecing the
fallure of the establishmeut owned by “Fm
aud Charles Leland, Mr, Marsh, the eclerk, de-
nies this, or at least says that no gnch event has
ocevrred to hie knowledge, nor has a telegram
of that purport been received. He added, how-
ever, that he did not sec how It could be other-
wige, since two members of the New York firm
are proprietors of the hotel in Baratoga, and the
sffairs of one must necessarily be affected by
